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thing under us, that was to be taken up. And by the 
return of the Air-Barrels, I often fent up Orders, written 
with an Iron Pen on fmall Plates of Lead, directing how 
to move us from Place to Place as occafion required. Ac 
©ther times when the Water was troubled and thick, it 
would be dark as Night below ; but in fuch Cafe, s have 
ben able to keep a Candle burning in the Bell as long as 
I pleas'd, norwithflanding the great expence of Air requi- 
fite to maintain Flame 

This 1 take to be an Invention applicable to various 
Ufes; fuch as Filing fot t earl, Hying for Coial, 
Spunges and the like, in far greater Depths than has hi- 
therto been thought poflible. Alfo for the fitting and 
plaining of the Foundations of Moles, Bridges, &c. 
upon Rocky Bottoms ; and for the cleaning and {crab- 
bing of Ships Bottoms When foul, in calm Weather at 
Sea. But as I have no experience of thefe matters, I 
leave them to thofe that pleafe to try. I fliali only inti- 
mate, that by an additional Contrivance, I have found ic 
not impracticable for a Diver to go out of our Engine, 
to a good diftance from it, the Air being conveyed to 
him with a continued Stream by fmall flexible Pipes 5 
which Pipes may ferve as a Clew to dire^: him back again 3 
when he would return to the Bell. But of this perhaps 
more hereafter

nus observation of what was found in the Defection of 

morbid 
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morbid Bodies, will appear from the two following In- 
{lances, among many more that might be adduced for 
that purpofe« For it is certain, that nothing has contri- 
buted ib much towards forming a right Notion of the 
Nature of the feveral Difeafes, and a true knowledge of 
the Structure of many Parts of the Human Body, as 
their appearance in a preternatural State. 

My firfl Obfervation is of the Glands vifible to the na- 
ked Eye, thatappear difperfed thro' the Fibrous Subftance 
of the Human Sp ken. The Subject I found them in, 
was a Boy of about 4 or $ Years Old, that died of a 
general Atrophy, or Confumption of all the Mufcular 
Flefhy Parts of the Body, occafioned without all doubt 
from the numerous Glanduious Swellings fcattered up and 
down the whole Meientery ; which by comprefling the 
Lymphatick Vcfleis, called in this place Vafa lacfea, pre- 
vented the accefs and fupply of the Chyle, fo neceflary 
for the continued nourifhment and increase of the Parts. 
For without the conftant Recruit of this whicilh Balfaroick 
Liquor, the Mafs of Blood will in a fliort time be unfit 
to perform any of thofe good Offices, which a frefh ac- 
ceflion of Chyle qualifies it for. 

Irt a piece of this Spleen we might fee, without the 
affiftance of a Glafs, feveral round whitilh Bodies of a 
pretty hard Confidence, and abundance of fmali white 
and fofter fpecks ; but both of the fame nature. Thefe, 
to me at leaft, appear to be fo many di(lin<fr Glands be- 
come vifible; which in a Natural State are only to be 
feen by a fine Glals, as the curious Mdpighim firfl obicr- 
ved. Fid. his Treatife dtLiene, Cap. V. De quihufdim cor- 
foribu! -per Liencm difperjis. Minims hx glinduU, fays he, 
mn *qu? ftcik fefe prodttnt in quocunqm Animrttum Lien; : i» 
mo feia Lisnis Uctratione famttfeum In Bove, 0v?< &c In Ho- 
rr.im vtro diffi cuius emergunt s ft tamer* ex morio univerfunt 
glmduUrHm genus targeat, manifefihres rtidmtury incta, 
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ipfarum magnitudine, ut in defuncla paella ebfervavi : in 
qua Lien glohulis confftems racematim difperfis totmfeAtebat. 
Which Cafe was the very fame with mine. 

The fecond Obfervationi We had dill been in the 
Bark, about the nature of a Luxation of the Head of the 
Thigh Bone, had we not carefully examined the Part in 
the dead Body, For by that fort of enquiry, the com- 
mon miftake of Surgeons was detected, and what was 
efteemed and treated by them as a Luxation of the Head 
of the Femur, was difcovet'd to be nothing elfe but a 
Fradure of the fame Bone, near its Neck ; the globular 
Head being (till retained clofe in its own Socket, called the 
Acetabulum Coxendicis. 

Amongft all the Writers of Surgery and Anatomy, I 
know but three that were apprifed of this miftake.* the 
firft was Ambrofe Paree, the fecond Dr. Ruyfcb at Jmfter- 
dam, and Mr\ Chefelden, a Member of the Royal Society*, 
whofe Obfervations on this Subject I intend to commu- 
nicate at another time, together with an account of the 
true Structure of this Joint; in which I will confider the 
depth of the Articulation ; the wonderful ftrength of the 
Mufcles that furround it ; the many ftrong ligaments that 
bind the Head within the Socket 5 the fmallnefs of the 
Neck of the Bone ; its poreous and fpungy Subftance, 
which makes it much weaker than the reft ; and laft of 
ail the difadvantageous oblique pofition of this Neck, 
which expofes it the more to cusward accidents. From 
a review qf (uch like Confideraticns, it will plainly appear 
thai a Fra&ure can much more eaiily happen, than a Diflo* 
cation in that Part from an external Caufc. 

This Os fenmis belonged to an old Woman turn'd of 
Fourfcore, who on ry fell from her Chair whereon ihewas 
fitting, and thereby fufTered this breach of continuity in 
the iubflanceof the Bone She lived three Weeks after 
it; and tho' it never was red ue'd, yes; ihe complained of 
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very little or no pain, which rray £ em very extraordinary. 
It is obftrvablc that the Fracrur. is not only Obhquc, near 
die Neck of -he Bone 5 but that each Trochanter, i. e. the 
<".\vo prcc.fiis near itsC-wx, arc iikewife broke (hort off; 
and that they were both drawn up almoft as high as the 
Head of the Bone it i'Jc" by the firong contraction of the 
Glutd and other Muicks.
